One of the latest inventions in a 
hank burglar alarm system is being 
installed in 
the Seymour National 
bank. 
The alarm is known as the 
Cannon Ball Two Way Close Circuit 
System and besides giving a night 
alarm, it is arranged so that it can 
bo set off bv a Bomber of push but­ 
tons 
concealed about the 
banking 
rooms in erns* an attempt is made to 
rob the bank during business hours. 
The system is being installed by L. 
C. Olenman, a representative of the 
firm 
that manufactures the 
alarm 
device and is one of the first in this 
section of Indiana. 
The large bell alarm will be placed 
on the front of the bpnk building and 
when rung sounds a warning similar 
to that of a fire bell and can be heard 
within a radius of several blocks. 
The safety vault is equipped with a 
time clock which can bv set to oper­ 
ate the system iii case the doors to 
the. vault are tampered with after 
they have been closed at the end of 
the day’s business. 
One of the mo*t important feat­ 
ures of the new system is that the 
desks 
of all 
bank 
employes 
are 
equipped with a concealed push but­ 
ton which will operate the alarm. By 
this method the alarm can be sound­ 
ed by pressing the button with the 
foot in case the employes were cov­ 
ered with guns and ordered to throw 
up their hands. 
Considering the fact that the bank 
U located just across tho street from 
the fire department and police station 
the bank officials feel that the new 
system afford' them absolutely a safe 
gaurd against any attempt at rob-

Flight From the Azores Was Smooth 


and Uneventful-—Congratula- 


tions Wirelessed.

Lisbon, May 28— The Americans 
who flew across the Atlantic were 
ready today for the hop of more than 
700 miles to Plymouth, England. This 
jump will complete their historic air 
voyage, which started from Rocka­ 
way Beach, New York. 
Lieutenant Commander A. C. Read, 
first man successfully to navigate the 
air lanes all the way across the sea, 
was up and about early this morn­ 
ing, looking over the prospects of 
getting away for England at once. 
Much depended on the condition of 
the weather and the motors. 
The 
NC-4 swept over Lisbon shortly a f­ 
ter four o’clock last evening, New 
York tune, after 
a nearly 
perfect 
trip from Ponta Delgada, Azores. It 
ettled gracefully in the river beside 
the American 
warships Rochester. 
The event, marking an epoch in the 
annals of aviation, was hailed by a 
bedlam of w histles and bells from the 
itv and the ships in the stream. 
Throngs of people were massed on 
louse tops and in the streets to hail 
the American conquerors of the air 
as they appeared in the sky. 
Guns 
were fired to add to the din. 
Small boats darted out from the 
hore, filled with excited Portuguese 
and clustered around the NC-4 as it 
rested in the water after its 300 mile 
jaunt. 
The flight from the Azores was 
smooth and uneventful, according jto 
members of the crew. 
Soon after 
their arrival, Read and his men re­ 
ceived formal congratulations from 
the Portuguese government officials. 
Wireless congratulations wrere also 
received from Admiral Jackson and 
Captain Wortman at the Azores, and 
from many other officials in the Uni­ 
ted States and elsewhere.

Valuations, Exclusive of Public Util­ 
ities Are Increased More 
Than Three Fold. 


Bv United Press 
Indianapolis, May 28— Public ser­ 
vice corporation tax valuations in 
Indiana have been increased nearly 
three fold by the state board of tax 
commissioners operating under the 
new law requiring one hundred per 
valuation, it 
was disclosed by the 
board today. 
The board’s statement and the fig­ 
ures accompanying it are the first 
definite statements of assessm ents. 
They show a greater increase than 
was expected. The figures made pub­ 
lic cover the assessment of railroad- 
interurbans, 
pipe 
line 
companies, 
telephone properties, express com­ 
pany properties, telegraph lines and 
transportation 
companies. 
They 
<*over all concerns assessed last year 
by the tax board but do not include 
banks, trust companies and public 
utilities. 
The total assessment of 
the property covered by the figures 
was 
$816,003,525, as compared to 
$295,004,757 for the same property 
last year. 
The tax commissioners

these assessments.

June 20 to July 13,"is the question in 
the minds of a great many Methodists

United States and elsewhere. 
When H. B. Dickson was chosen 
organizing director of the celebration 
by the joint commission of the Meth­ 
odist Church South and the Methodist 
Church 
North, 
he 
immediately set 
about to find the most suitable place 
for the greatest event of its kind 
ever held —a city which could take 
care of the 250,000 persons who would 
come to til iv gathering, and one which 
was so located that it could be most 
ea sih 
reached by the 
people most 


concerned. 
Mi 
Dickson made a tour of a num­ 
ber of the 
princij a1 
cit:e<vOf the 
United States. Inch.. ling Washington, 
Baltimore Cincinnati, St. Louis, K an­ 
sas City and others of that class. He 
came back by way of Detroit, where 
he received Instructions to go over 
'he same territory again, stopping at 
cities that had not been visited be­ 
fore 
On the way Mr 
Dickson stop­ 
ped 
at 
indianapolis. 
Indianapolis 
tried to interest him by showing him 
the Indiana state fair grounds. 
This 
gave Mr Dickson an idea, but he was 
not satisfied 
Previously he had not 
considered the possibility of utilizing 
buildings such as constitute the equip­ 
ment of a state fair grounds. 
Next he came to Columbus, where 
he found the state exposition grounds, 
and he was captivated at once “There 
is nothing like these accommodations 
anywhere in the United States,’ 
lie 
said 
But this was not enough to 
persuade the combined board of digni­ 
taries of the two churches most in­ 
terested. 
Then it was up to him to 
get an argum ent that would convince 
the bi.-hops, district superintendents 
and 
others 
in 
authority 
in 
the 
churches. 
Mr 
Dickson began to draw circles 
around the cities of any size in the 
United States, to find out where the 
Methodists were to be found. 
In t h e 
way he discovered that there were 
more Methodist churches with 1,000 
members and over in the city of Co­ 
lumbus than in any other city in the 
world. 
He also found that there were 
100,000 Methodists living within two 
hours’ ride of the city of Columbus, 
and 
more 
than 
1,000,000 
within 
a 
three-hour ride of the city; 3,000,000 
Methodists within an over-night's ride 
of the city. 
With 
reference to the 
Methodist 
Church South, it was found that there 
was no city the size of Columbus, 
even 
including Baltimore, Washing 
ton and Cincinnati, within an equally 
convenient 
railroad 
distance 
to as 
large a proportion of their member­ 
ship as Columbus. 
These facts laid before the joint 
Centenary commission settled all ar­ 
guments and determined definitely on 
Columbus as the site for the Meth­ 
odist Centenary Celebration in June 
and July.
